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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  OF  POLICE 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor, 
and  City  Commissioners, 
Salt  Lake  City.  Utah. 

Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honor  of  transmitting  to  you  herewith 
annual  report  of  the  police  department  for  the  year  1924,  which 
includes  statistical  data,  giving  in  detail  information  concerning 
the  activities  of  various  divisions  of  the  Department  during 
that  period. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  I  am  pleased  to  state,  there  was 
marked  improvement  in  many  conditions  with  which  this  de- 
partment is  continuously  confronted.  In  the  suppression  of 
crimes  of  both  major  and  minor  nature,  the  apprehension  and 
prosecution  of  criminals,  recovery  of  stolen  property,  preven- 
tion of  accidents  and  in  diligent  devotion  to  duty,  I  believe  the 
record  of  the  Department  for  the  year  is  worthy  of  commen- 
dation. 

While  there  has  been  no  material  increase  in  the  personnel 
of  the  force,  work  required  of  the  department  as  a  whole  has 
considerably  increased.  Policing  an  area  of  fifty-two  square 
miles  is  obviously  no  small  task  but  it  has  been  accomplished 
with  gratifying  results  and  with  a  comparatively  small  force. 

In  this  connection  I  desire  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
express  my  appreciation  for  the  favorable  attitude  taken  by 
your  honorable  body  on  recommendations  made  for  additional 
men  and  for  more  adequate  compensation.  The  need  of  more 
men  with  better  pay  is  apparent. 

The  establishment  and  maintenance  of  coasting  lanes  by 
the  city  under  police  supervision  has  greatly  reduced  the  num- 
ber of  coasting  accidents.  Rigid,  yet  sensible  enforcement  of 
the  new  traffic  ordinance  now  in  force,  is  meeting  with  unde- 
niable success  and  in  my  opinion  cannot  fail  to  prove  most 
beneficial. 

In  the  year  just  closed  there  was  a  total  of  8,65  7  arrests 
as  against  7,690  for  1923.  Through  the  detective  bureau  alone 
property  of  an  aggregate  value  of  $121,047.50  was  recovered 
during  the  year.  This  was  exclusive  of  automobiles,  bicycles 
and  other  property  recovered  and  as  shown  by  the  accompany- 
ing tables. 
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Major  crimes  reported  during  the  year  were  as  follows: 
murder.  8:  burglary,  725;  larceny,  728;  safe  breaking,  17; 
holdups.  65;  robbery,  22.  Records  in  the  identification  divis- 
ion of  the  bureau  show  that  during  the  year  23  5  prisoners  were 
photographed  and  fingerprinted.  Of  this  number  130  were 
identified  as  having  previous  criminal  records  and  30  fugitives 
from  justice  were  held  for  other  cities. 

Highway  accidents  reported  to  headquarters  for  the  period 
covered  in  this  report  totaled  2.205.  There  were  15  fatalities 
and  65  5  persons  injured  in  these  accidents.  A  total  of  2,366 
arrests  for  traffic  violations  were  made.  Out  of  a  total  of  734 
automobiles  stolen,  all  but  14  were  recovered.  The  estimated 
value  of  automobiles  recovered  was  $518,600.00.  The  bicycle 
division  reports  the  theft  of  502  bicycles  of  which  305  were 
recovered. 

Arrests  for  violation  of  the  prohibition  law  numbered 
493.  The  anti-vice  squad,  however,  made  a  total  of  1,8  5  2  ar- 
rests for  various  offenses.  Owing  to  a  court  ruling  on  "pos- 
session." many  so-called  liquor  cases  must  be  handled  through 
the  county  attorney's  office. 

It  is  with  deepest  regret  that  I  include  in  this  report  the 
deaths  of  Patrolmen  N.  W.  Huntsman  and  B.  H.  Honey,  who 
were  murdered  while  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty  on  the  night 
of  Feb.  15,  1924,  by  William  Lee,  a  holdup  man  and  drug 
addict,  who  also  met  death  in  his  battle  with  the  officers. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  say  that  this  department  has  re- 
ceived splendid  support  from  your  honorable  body:  from  the 
general  public:  the  city  legal  department  and  judge  of  the  crim- 
inal division  of  the  city  court  and  from  the  daify  press  for 
which  I  am  most  sincerely  appreciative.  We  have  had  most 
splendid  cooperation  within  the  department  and  from  depart- 
ments in  other  cities,  and  I  feel  that  the  department  has  main- 
tained a  high  standard  of  efficiency  and  service.

The  Police  Force  functions  365  days  in  the  year.  Indi- 
vidual members,  however,  by  the  rules  of  the  Department,  are 
allowed  one  day  off  in  the  month,  fifteen  days  annual  vacation. 
This  time  off  allowance,  together  with  the  time  lost  on  account 
of  sickness,  special  leaves  of  absence,  etc.,  depletes  the  actual 
force  by  approximately  25  per  cent,  so  that  there  is  on  active 
duty  at  all  times,  a  maximum  force  of  95  members  of  all  grades 
and  rank. 

The  territorial  area  of  the  city  is  5  2.089  square  miles. 
There  are  1485  streets,  alleys  and  courts  of  a  total  length  of 
about  5  20  miles,  the  population  of  the  city  being  126,241. 
There  is  one  officer  for  every  six  miles,  this  divided  by  three 
covering  each  detail  in  the  24  hours  of  eight  hour  shifts  would 
yield  a  duty  of  1  6  miles  for  each  officer  to  take  care  of. 

Twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  force  is  off  duty  at  all  times 
from  various  causes,  it  will  be  readily  seen  that  during  the  day 
time  the  maximum  force  for  patrol  duty  cannot  be  maintained. 
The  details  for  public  meetings,  parades,  protecting  banks,  and 
numerous  calls  of  this  character,  reduce  materially  the  patrol 
force. 

The  stations  are  Headquarters,  with  a  sub-station  at 
Sugarhouse.

MURDERS 

Jan.  9,  1924 — C.  B.  Croner  was  killed  in  a  local  rooming  house.  R 
E.  Tullidgc  was  held  for  the  killing,  but  was  found  not  guilty  and  released 
from  custody  by  the  court. 

Feb.  15,  1  924 — Officers  N.  \V.  Huntsman  and  B.  H.  Honey  were 
killed  while  trying  to  apprehend  Wm.  Lee  who  just  a  short  time  previous 
had  held  up  the  State  Cafe,  46-48  West  Third  South  St.  Lee.  after  killing 
Huntsman  and  Honey  ran  to  meet  his  sweetheart.  Beatrice  Hunter,  who  was 
waiting  for  him  in  front  of  the  Leff's  Fur  Co.,  on  Main  Street  just  south 
of  Third  South  St.  Lee  shot  Miss  Hunter  through  the  jaw  and  then  turned 
the  weapon  upon  himself,  dying  almost  instantly.  Miss  Hunter  was  taken 
to  the  hospital  and  after  several  weeks  regained  her  health.  She  was  held 
as  an  accessory  and  was  later  released.     Insufficient  evidence  to  convict. 

Feb.  26,  1924 — Tommy  Doyle  was  killed  in  a  local  rooming  house 
by  Frank  Fore  after  each  had  been  drinking  heavily  for  several  days.  Doyle 
was  beaten  to  death  by  the  fists  of  Fore.  Fore  received  a  sentence  of  one 
year  in  the  Utah  State  Prison.  Officers  McGinness  and  Wire  handled  this 
case. 

Sept.  1  2,  1  924 — Margaret  Dowdy  was  killed  by  her  husband.  Tom  B. 
Dowdy,  at  their  home.     Her  husband  was  never  apprehended  for  the  crime. 

Aug.  29,  1924 — Ed  Vincent  Boles  was  killed  at  the  Rodeo  held  at 
the  State  Fair  grounds  by  one  of  the  performers,  Roy  Kivett.  Killing  was 
due  to  trouble  over  Boles'  divorced  wife.  Kivett  was  tried  and  found  not 
guilty.    Wire  and  McGinness  handled  the  case. 

Dec.  7,  1924 — Wilford  Sparkman.  age  9  years  and  Larnadoone  Spark- 
man,  age  7  years,  were  killed  by  their  mother.  Rose  Mary  Sparkman  by 
turning  on  the  gas.  Mrs.  Sparkman.  after  killing  the  children  shut  herself 
in  the  same  room  and  turned  on  the  gas.  Despondency  was  given  as  the 
trouble. 

BURGLARIES 

On  the  afternoon  of  March  30th.  the  home  of  David  Keith  was  entered 
and  jewelry  amounting  to  $40,5  80  was  taken.  Through  the  efficient  work 
of  Detective  Sergeant  Seager  and  Detective  Eddington,  Wh.  Mathis.  an  ex- 
convict,  was  apprehended  and  all  of  the  stolen  jewelry  recovered. 

On  March  9th  the  home  of  E.  O.  Howard  was  entered  and  jewelry 
amounting  to  $3,000  stolen.  The  thief  was  never  apprehended  and  none 
of  the  jewelry  recovered. 

Feb.  13th  the  home  of  Thos.  Kearns  was  entered  and  $6,500  worth 
of  jewelry  taken.  The  thief  was  never  apprehended  and  the  jewelry  was 
not  recovered. 

HOLDUPS 

During  the  afternoon  of  Aug.  13th  the  Grand  Loan  Office  was  held  up.

This  report  shows  602  accidents  over  the  year  1  923,  which  is  chiefly 
due  to  citizens  reporting  accidents  regardless  of  the  character  of  damage;  there 
is  a  notable  decrease  in  the  deaths,  numbering  five,  compared  with  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  coasting  accidents  thus  far  this  winter  have  materially  de- 
creased, which  can  no  doubt  be  attributed  to  establishing  coasting  lanes  on 
the  hills.  This  is  but  one  more  advantage  towards  making  Salt  Lake  City 
a  safer  place  in  which  to  live. 

During  the  year  1  924  there  were  2366  arrests  for  traffic  violations,  an 
increase  of  91  over  the  year  1  923. 

I  would  recommend  that  an  ordinance  be  enacted  requiring  automobiles 
to  be  equipped  with  windshield  cleaner.  This  subject  was  advocated  at  the 
convention  called  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  Hon.  Herbert  Hoover,  at 
Washington,  D.  C.  December,  1924,  which  I  had  the  pleasure  of  attending. 

Would  also  recommend  that  a  wooden  platform  be  erected  at  Second 
South  and  Main  streets,  to  replace  the  present  safety  zone  standards.  This 
platform  can  be  so  constructed  in  two  sections,  that  it  can  be  moved  should 
necessity  require. 

On  account  of  the  increased  automobile  traffic,  together  with  the  in- 
creased traffic  violations,  the  semaphore  lights  regulating  traffic  are  disre- 
garded. Six  additional  officers  arc  much  needed  to  more  properly  regulate 
traffic. 

We  appreciate  the  activities  of  the  volunteer  traffic  officers  during  the 
past  year.  We  believe  however,  that  the  number  could  be  reduced  without 
retaining  those  who  are  more  of  a  detriment  to  the  service.

REPORT  OF  ANTI- VICE  SQUAD,  1924

You  will  note  there  has  been  a  total  of  1.852  arrests  made  by  the 
men  in  this  bureau. 

We  have  been  handicapped  in  our  court  procedure  so  far  as  liquor  vio- 
lations are  concerned,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  court  ruled  "possession" 
cases  could  not  be  tried  in  the  city  court.  This  made  it  necessary,  where  a 
plea  of  "not  guilty"  was  entered  in  the  city  court,  to  file  complaint  through 
the  county  attorney.  Where  a  plea  of  guilty  is  entered  a  smaller  fine  is 
imposed:  and  the  average  fines  have  been  apparently  reduced. 

Liquor  violators  are  becoming  more  adept  in  building  caches  for  their 
liquor,  making  it  harder  for  our  men  to  obtain  evidence.  Also,  many  places 
only  have  one  bottle,  and  that  is  carried  by  one  man  for  a  few  hours  and 
then  transferred  to  another  man.  Instead  of  keeping  liquor  on  the  back  bar, 
a  bottle  is  placed  in  a  sink  which  is  built  over  the  drain.  When  the  officers 
come  in,  they  pull  the  cork  which  allows  the  whisky  to  run  into  the  sewer. 

So  far  as  the  manufacturing  of  liquor  is  concerned,  it  is  now  made  from 
sugar  mash,  making  it  almost  impossible  to  detect  the  odor  of  mash  as  you 
cannot  smell  it  for  any  great  distance.  We  must  rely  upon  information  from 
citizens  in  apprehending  these  law  violators. 

The  narcotic  evil  is  being  suppressed  in  Salt  Lake  City.  We  have  fewer 
addicts  now  than  for  a  long  time  past.  The  peddlers  of  dope  are  becoming 
wary  on  account  of  so  many  being  convicted  and  sent  to  Leavenworth.  We 
have  given  the  U.  S.  Government  officials  material  assistance  in  putting  down 
the  narcotic  traffic. 

There  are  card  games  running  in  the  city:  but  you  cannot  say  they  are 
gambling  openly  as  no  money  is  on  the  tables  nor  in  sight.  Punch  boards 
and  this  form  of  gambling  has  practically  been  eliminated.  If  the  courts 
will  mete  out  jail  sentences,  as  promised,  it  will  eliminate  this  evil.  You 
will  note  from  the  tabulation  that  we  have  been  following  this  up  so  far  as 
we  could  get  evidence. 

The  Board  of  Health  is  doing  much  good  keeping  down  venereal  dis- 
ease. Every  time  we  arrest  a  prostitute,  she  is  held  for  examination.  Until 
recently  we  had  a  place  at  the  county  hospital  where  these  parties  could  be 
treated:  but  owing  to  a  smallpox  outbreak  in  the  county  those  quarters  were 
taken  from  us  temporarily.  The  only  way  to  eliminate  prostitution  is  by- 
making  violators  serve  jail  sentences,  as  prostitutes  will  not  stay  in  a  city 
where  they  must  serve  time  in  jail. 
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From  the  report  you  will  note  that  this  bureau  not  only  handles  liquor 
violations  and  crimes  of  a  vice  nature,  but  also  follows  up  any  cases  coming 
to  our  attention.  The  violations  of  the  ordinance  watched  by  this  bureau 
have  increased  materially  since  the  bureau  was  organized,  yet  we  are  handling 
the  work  with  the  same  number  of  men  and  women.  I  feel  greater  effi- 
ciency can  be  had  with  two  additional  men  assigned  to  this  work;  also  by  an 
automobile  being  assigned  to  this  bureau. 

We  would  like  to  have  closer  cooperation  from  all  law-abiding  citizens, 
feeling  that  the  law  enforcement  is  not  only  for  the  officers  but  all  citizens 
who  have  an  interest  in  the  sanctity  of  the  law.

AUTOMOTIVE  BUREAU,  1924 

J.  E.  WOODARD 
Detective  Sergeant 

The  following  report  gives  a  synopsis  in  brief  as  to  the  activities  of  the 
Automotive  Bureau,  from  which  you  will  observe  a  magnificent  record,  tak- 
ing into  consideration  there  has  not  been  an  increase  in  the  force,  though  the 
service  of  the  department  has  combatted  with  an  increase  of  75  per  cent  in 
Automotive  Crimes,  in  addition  to  which  efficient  service  was  rendered  as 
shown  in  tabulated  statement. 

Of  the  734  automobiles  reported  stolen  only  14  remain  unrecovered. 
The  estimated  total  value  of  cars  recovered  amounts  to  $518,600.  It  was 
an  unfortunate  year  for  the  theft  of  automobiles  and  accessories;  the  officers 
arrested  118  persons,  for  theft  of  automobiles,  88  of  which  being  under  18 
years  of  age.  Twenty-five  were  arrested  for  the  theft  of  accessories,  1  9  of 
whom  were  under  the  age  of  18  years.  The  officers  of  this  bureau  arrested 
8  for  highway  robbery.  1  for  murder,  1  for  assault  to  commit  murder.  1  for 
grand  larceny  and  1  for  shoplifting.  Twelve  persons  were  arrested  for 
the  theft  of  gasoline,  etc..  and  2  for  taking  bicycles. 

Many  of  those  arrested  for  the  theft  of  automobiles  had  been  arrested 
on  one  or  two  other  occasions.     I  believe  if  the  punishment  were  more  se- 
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vere  it  would  lessen  thefts  considerably.  The  accessory  thefts  were  also  con- 
siderable. No  doubt  if  plain-clothes  men  should  handle  this  work  it  would 
increase  results. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  automotive  bureau  work  and  handling  traffic 
violations.  4  68  9  calls  were  received  from  the  desk  sergeant's  office  and  were 
given  attention.  These  calls  were  of  a  varied  nature,  from  killing  dogs  to 
burglar  alarms.  Most  of  them  were  of  a  minor  character  taking  our  men 
from  more  important  duties.  This  will  largely  account  for  the  unusual 
wear  and  tear  on  the  Ford  fleet. 

Due  to  the  many  services  performed  by  the  men  in  the  Automotive 
Bureau  I  would  request  that  a  few  additional  men  be  assigned  to  take  care 
of  the  many  duties. 

The  more  interesting  cases  handled  by  members  of  the  bureau  are  as 
follows : 

On  January  14th  a  driver  for  the  Utah  Power  &  Light  Co.  was  held 
up  in  Gilmer  Park.  The  holdups  took  the  truck  and  drove  away  with  it. 
intending  to  use  same  in  other  holdups.  Capt.  D.  Grundvig  and  Det.  Sergt. 
J.  E.  Woodard  later  arrested  G.  Ahlander,  F.  Armitage  and  D.  Mowrey,  who 
are  now  serving  time  in  the  Utah  State  Prison. 

January  18th.  R.  Smith  and  E.  Draken  held  up  a  cleaning  establish- 
ment at  Ninth  South  and  First  West  Streets.  They  escaped,  but  were  appre- 
hended after  a  short  chase  by  Officers  E.  A.  Hedman  and  O.  B.  Record. 

Through  the  arrest  of  Chas.  Johnson  and  Clifford  Heaps  by  Officer 
H.  O.  Nilson  the  theft  of  13  automobiles  was  cleared  up;  also  Officers  Hed- 
man and  Record  cleared  up  the  theft  of  1 0  automobiles  through  the  arrest 
of  Earl  Russell.  Lee  Jensen  and  Morris  Maxwell.  Credit  is  to  be  given 
Officers  J.  V.  Larsen,  S.  Falkenrath  and  O.  B.  Record  for  the  apprehension 
of  Ralph  Green.  Thos.  Eddinton  and  Geo.  Kelly.  That  arrest  cleared  up  the 
theft  of  10  automobiles.  Automobile  accessories  to  the  value  of  $500  were 
recovered  through  the  arrest  of  Wayne  Steffensen,  Maus  Hanson  and  Colton 
Hedlund.  All  the  officers  in  the  bureau  were  instrumental  in  clearing  up 
many  other  cases. 

On  December  5th  it  was  reported  that  the  bank  at  Bountiful  had  been 
held  up.  The  bandits  made  their  getaway  in  a  Hudson  Sedan  going  up  the 
Valverda  road.  The  heavy  snow  stalled  the  car,  with  the  result  that  a  Salt 
Lake  citizen,  Mr.  A.  'Roy  Heath,  was  killed  by  one  of  the  bandits.  Our 
Officers  Falkenrath,  Hedman  and  Record,  in  conjunction  with  Sheriff  Mann's 
deputies,  caught  one  of  the  bandits  in  a  ravine.  The  other  man  got  over 
the  hill  into  City  Creek,  and  in  the  evening  of  the  same  day  was  picked  up 
by  Lieut.  Clayton,  Officer  R.  Billings  and  Officer  F.  O'Brien  of  the  Anti- 
Vice  Bureau.  This  was  one  of  the  best  arrests  made  during  the  year  and 
shows  the  close  cooperation  between  the  various  peace  officers  of  the  State 
of  Utah.  Xo  doubt  the  forming  of  the  Utah  State  Division  I.  A.  I.,  and 
the  holding  of  an  annual  peace  officers  convention  has  much  to  do  with  the 
friendship  the  various  officers  of  the  state  have  for  one  another.  I  also 
wish  to  state  that  we  have  the  cooperation  of  such  departments  as  the  police 
department  of  Ogden.  the  sheriff  and  chief  of  police  at  Provo,  St.  George 
and  many  other  places  in  the  State  of  Utah,  as  well  as  surrounding  territory. 

The  theft  of  8  automobiles  was  cleared  up  by  the  arrest  of  John 
Sprague,  Lester  Gerber.  Ralph  Williams.  Edward  Frantz.  Orson  Teasdale  and 
Roy  Gilly.    Officers  J.  J.  Roberts.  Jr..  and  E.  A.  Hedman  made  the  arrests. 

Dr.  Strawquest  of  Ogden  had  his  Nash  Sedan  stolen,  which  was  recov- 
ered in  Salt  Lake  City.     The  doctor's  surgical  instruments  were  recovered  at 
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Buena  Vista.  Through  the  efforts  of  Officers  Larsen,  Falkenrath  and  Nil- 
son,  two  young  men  were  arrested  for  the  theft.  Walt  Snider,  who  was  sent 
to  the  State  Prison,  and  Kenneth  Broadwater  returned  to  the  Industrial 
School.

Conditions  in  this  district  show  improvement.  Few  crimes  of  a  serious 
nature  have  been  committed  during  the  past  year,  but  mostly  petty  offenses, 
such  as  petty  larceny,  disorderly  conduct,  vagrancy,  violations  of  automotive 
regulations,  etc.  The  district  is  some  distance  from  railroad  centers  and  is 
rarely  troubled  with  the  roving  uncanny  riffraff  of  dangerous  character  pass- 
ing through  our  city.  Officers  stationed  at  this  point  meet  many  tourists 
coming  over  the  Lincoln  Highway  on  their  way  to  coast  cities  and  give  the 
glad  hand  of  welcome  and  information  usually  sought  after  by  tourists  pass- 
ing through  our  gates. 
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Two  changes  in  the  personnel  of  officers  on  duty  at  Sugarhouse  Station 
have  taken  place  during  1924.  On  August  25th  we  lost  one  of  our  trusted 
and  efficient  officers,  Gus  J.  Lund,  who  was  accidentally  killed  while  on 
duty  at  the  intersection  of  Eleventh  East  and  Twenty-first  South  Streets, 
by  a  large  motor  truck.  Officer  Lund  had  heen  on  duty  at  the  Sugarhouse 
Station  for  7  years. 

Officer  Thomas  M.  World  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused 
by  the  death  of  Officer  Lund. 

On  July  1st  Officer  Geo.  Phillips  was  transferred  from  the  Sugarhouse 
to  the  Central  Station  for  duty  and  A.  L.  Thorpe  was  appointed  to  fill  his 
place.

All  police  boxes  during  the  year  have  been  inspected  weekly.  Old  wire 
has  been  removed  at  different  locations  and  replaced  with  five  miles  of  new 
wire. 

Traffic  horn  was  placed  at  Sugar  House  to  take  care  of  traffic  at  the 
corner  of  Eleventh  East  and  Twenty-first  South  streets;  also  same  is  being 
used  as  a  recall  for  policeman  on  duty. 

The  City  Commission  authorized  the  purchase  of  cable  in  December 
to  take  care  of  the  traffic  system;  but  up  to  the  present  time  we  have  been 
unable  to  get  the  proper  permission  to  install  same  in  the  light  company's 
nor  the  telephone  company's  ducts.  No  doubt  this  work  will  be  commenced 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year.

Would  respectfully  recommend  for  the  year  1925,  that  ten  recall  bells 
be  purchased  to  replace  old  obsolete  bells:  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to 
take  care  of  traffic  cables  authorized  by  the  City  Commission  in  December. 
The  estimate  was  $4,500:  but  owing  to  the  objection  regarding  right  of 
way  in  ducts  the  cost  is  going  to  be  increased  to  a  total  of  $6,000. 

For  the  above  improvements  and  maintenance  would  ask  for  the  fol- 
lowing appropriations: 

Maintenance   $1,500 

Cable   $6,000 

Recall  Bells   $1,250
